The dihedral of Milan 


One of the most beautiful buildings in 


the world is the dome or cathedral at 
Milan. It was begun in 1387, and has 
ever since been advancing toward com 
pletion. It Is built of white marble, and 
is remarkable for the extreme lightness of 
its construction. It is 490 feet long, 298 
feet wide, and 355 feet to the top of the 
dome, above which rises an elegant tower 
or spire, in the shape of an obelisk. Its 
form is that of a Latin cross, dividedjinto 
five naves. Around the roofs and sides are 
4600 niches, of which nearly 4000 arc al- 
ready occupied by statues. The building 
is also adorned with more than a hundred 
beautiful spires, giving its exterior the 
appearance of a forest of marble. About 
50 pillars, of immene size and vast height, 
support the arches of the naves. Even 
Mark Twain forgets his nonsense in the 
presence of this architectural gem and 
gives a fine description of the edifice in 
his "Innocents Abroad." Among the 300
